From what little mrormatlon is 
released about it, the three-power 
conference in Russia seems to be 
doing a great deal toward cement- 
ing relations between Russia, Great 
Britain and the United States. But 
there is little doubt that the Rus- 
isans feel they have played the 
lead role in the war so far and 
will want the head place at the 
peace table unless we do consider- 
ably more than we have done so 
far. 

While the talks in Russia were 
proceeding, governmental officials 
here realized that Russians were 
following news from this country 
with greater interest than usual — 
and there was therefore consider- 
able embarrassment here over the 
Senate's delay in agreeing to com- 
mit this nation to "join with free 
and sovereign nations in the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of Inter- 
national authority, with power to 
prevent aggression." It was real- 
ized by all at the Russian confer- 
ence that the statements of our 
conferees on post-war arrange- 
ments were rather meaningless un- 
til the Senate had clearly stated 
how far this country would fero in 
sharing international responsibili- 
ties. 

It was also embarrassing to 
Washington officials and our con- 
ferees in Russia, when discussions 
of new fronts and increased sup- 
plies were being carried on, for the 
news in our country to be cen- 
tered on new strikes and threats of 
strikes in essential industries. 

Although the 350,000 railroad 
employes who are seeking higher 
wages are doing so in an orderly 
fashion, the possibility of a paraly- 
sis of wartime transportation un- 
less these demands are met Is 
frightening to contemplate. Even 
a short tie-up of the railroads 
could interrupt the steady flow of 
vital supplies to our soldiers at the 
front, it could stop production in 
thousands of war plants and it 
could seriously interfere with the 
food suppfy of both soldiers and 
civilians in our own country. 

Almost equally dangerous would 
be any further major interruption 
in the production of coal, which 
has been threatened ever since 
the government turned the mines 
back to private operators. Even 



is no law, at present, which can 
stop a strike. The present anti- 
strike law can be invoked only 
when the government takes over 
the mines and operates them as 
government property. But to do 
any permanent- good under this 
law, it would mean that the gov- 
ernment would have to take over 
the mines for the duration. 

In stating that this is a problem 
which concerns every American 
right now, Mr. Wilson probably 
hopes that the American people 
will get stirred up enough over 
legislation to demand stronger leg- 
islation from their congressmen.

GASOLINE — In 17 east coast states A-6 coupons are good 
through November 8. A-8 coupons become good November 9 
and last through February 8. 

FUEL OIL — Period 1 coupon are good through January 3. 

SUGAR — Stamp No. 29 in Book Four is good for 5 pounds 
through January 15, 1944.

PEANUT BUTTER PRICES DOWN 

Reduction of consumer prices for peanut butter from 33.1 
cents to about 26.5 cents per pound, effective November 1, was 
recently announced by WFA and OPA. The reduction is part 
of the wartime program to increase use of peanuts in making 
peanut butter and increase consumption of easily produced foods 
of high protein content. 

30 DAYS' NOTICE ON STAMP 18 

The public will be given 30 days' notice, should it become 
necessary to terminate Shoe Ration Stamp 18. This announce- 
ment was made recently by OPA to "kill" scare-buying rumors 
that the validity period of Stamp 1 8 might be cancelled with only 
24 hours' notice to consumers. 

PREDICT AMPLE COFFEE 

"Coffee supplies in the U. S. should remain ample for the 
duration," according to George C Thierbach, president of the 
National Coffee 'Association. Imports into the U. S. this yeaf 
were in excess of any year except 1941. Recently Chestet 
Bowles, general manager of OPA, said "there is not the slightest 
idea of rationing coffee again." Coffee stamps in Ration Book 
Four were designed and sent to the printer months ago when 
coffee was still being rationed. 
NO COUPON RATIONING OF COAL 

There will be no coupon rationing of coal during the com- 
ing winter, according to OPA. ' Deliveries are being curtailed so 
as to spread supplies as evenly as possible. The coal shortage 
is primarily in anthracite, the Solid Fuels Administration for War 
reports, and anthracite users are urged to supplement hard coal 
with bituminous coal. Copies of "Supplementing Anthracite 
With Other Fuels For Home Heating" (information circular 
7260) may be obtained without charge by writing to the Di- 
vision of Information, Solid Fuels Administration, Interior De- 
partment, Washington 2, D. C. 

LIFT RESTRICTIONS ON ELASTIC

Baptist Church 
Of Evangel Marks 
Golden Anniversary 

{Continued from Page 1) 
Lindell H., Irvin W. and Thomas 
C, Jr., his two daughters, Sallie J. 
Trotter and Mrs. E. L. Reiff; Mrs. 
Relff's three sons: Stanley, Lewis 
and Spencer; Mr. Harry S. Hopper, 
a member of the First Baptist 
Church of Philadelphia, who was 
then living in Elm; Mr. and Mrs. 
William B. Godfrey, resident Bap- 
tists and their son Niels R. God- 
frey. 

The results of the meeting may 
well he summarized in the words 
of the "sketch of the work" that 
was read on November 28, 1893, to 
delegates from the Baptist Church- 
es of Philadelphia and vicinity, 
called to recognize the church as 
an independent Baptist church. 

"In the fall of 1890 union serv- 
ices were held in a dwelling house 
on Blmwood Avenue on the south 
side of the Penna. R. R. at Elm 
Station. Preaching services were 
held each Sabbath morning and 
Sabbath school exercises each af- 
ternoon. These union services were 
continued until the following 
spring, when a meeting was called 
to consider the formation of a 
Baptist mission, which was accom- 
plished under the supervision of 
the First Baptist Church of Phila- 
delphia. A lot was secured, and a 
temporary building was erected and 
opened on June 28, 1891. 

"This was used until the present 
building was ready for occupancy. 
The new building was begun in 
September, 1891, and the comer- 
stone was laid with appropriate 
ceremonies on October 10th, 1891- 
The lower room was occupied the 
first Sunday in January, 1892. On 
April 14, 1892, the house was form- 
ally opened. The first observance 
of the Lord's Supper was held on 
the 17th of July following and the 
first baptism of three candidates 
on the 18th of September. 
1892. The pastor of the Mother 
Church, Dr. George Dana Board- 
man officiated on each occasion.

of about 300 volumes, opened free 
to all. Games are also provided 
and occasionally special entertain- 
ments, all under the care of our 
Young Peopled Working Associa- 
tion, which is also active in church, 
work. We have also the Evangel 
Circle of King's Daughters, which, 
has made itself a power for good 
in this community and brought 
gladness and good cheer to a good- 
ly number in the city and else- 
where, 

"Such has been our growth, and 
so strong has been our hold on the 
community, that wo seemed war r 
ranted in the organization of an 
independent church. At a business 
meeting held October 13, 1893, it 
was resolved to organize, and com- 
mittees were appointed on organi- 
zation and to wait on the First 
Church of Philadelphia/* 

The meeting voted to recognize 
the Baptist Church of the Evangel 
as an independent church. Such 
action had been approved by the 
church itself on November 14, 
and had been achieved by the 
parent church on November 3, 1893 
1893, the date of the founding of 
the church- 

The Rev. Harold Kennedy be- 
came the first pastor in December, 
1893, and served until 1902, when 
he was succeeded by the Rev. John 
Milnor Wilbur, whose pastorate 
terminated in 1907. The pastors 
who have since served the church 
are: Alexander H. Tbbott, 1907- 
1910; John Gordon, as acting pas- 
tor for five months; Emerson I. 
Swift, 1911-1916; Avery S. Demmy, 
1917-1924 and Robert E. Keighton, 
from 1924 to the present. 

In July, 1923, during the pastor- 
ate of the Rev. Avery S. Demmy, 
a new church building was plan- 
ned and the work begun. A mod- 
ern church auditorium and edu- 
cational building were erected at 
a cost of $100,000. Just before 
their completion, Mr, Demmy re- 
signed to accept a call to another 
church. The new buildings were 
dedicated in a week of services 
from November 23-30, 1924, at 
which time the Rev. Robert E. 
Keighton was presented as the 
minister-elect. He assumed his 
duties on Sunday, December 21, 
1924.

I'm getting very sick of listening 
to "know-it-alls" who try to attract 
attention to themselves by giving 
me, or anyone else who will listen, 
the inside dope on what's wrong 
with our war program. 

The other day, for example, a 
man I know centered considerable 
attention upon himself by making 
the bald statement that our troops 
are dying like flies in Italy. "The 
trouble is," he explained in a con- 
fiding manner, that we aren't 
hardening our men enough — a lot 
of them are being sent into action 
after only six weeks' training. How 
can you expect them to fight 
agaisnt enemy troops which have 
been doing nothing but training for 
four years or more?' 1 

The answer to his final question 
would be, "You can't." But it seems 
obvious that this would also be the 
answer of our war department and 
that it undoubtedly would not send 
any man into action who had had 
only six weeks' training. 

As for his statement that our 
troops are being massacred in It- 
aly, he certainly had no secret 
knowledge of our casualty rate 
which has not been made available 
to all of us. 

His reply to those who contra- 
dicted his statements, by quoting 
published casualty figures, was that 
we are not being told half of the 
story of this war. But, even if 
this is true, the fact would still re- 
main that we are being told the 
same half that he is being told. 
Any additional information he can 
add is based entirely on unfounded 
rumor or pure invention. 
RUMORS . . . development 

We can take it for granted that 
people who can't be counted upon 
to keep secret war information to 
themselves are not being entrusted 
with war news which is not being 
given to the public generally. 

Any time you hear war stories 
which are credited to a "high au- 
thority in Washington," or to "re- 
liable sources," or to "an army offi- 
cer" or even to one of your own 
acquaintances who has spent a 
week-end in Washington or visited 
an army camp — if they are stories 
which have a demoralizing effect 
or tend to make you distrust our 
war leaders and our war ways — 
you are quite safe in assuming 
they are invention of Nazi propa- 
gandists or the product of a fertile 
imagination. 

In many cases those "inside" 
stories grow out of talks with sol- 
diers and sailors. They develop in 
this way: 

A soldier says: "They're moving 
us around fast these days. A bunch 
of new recruits who came to my 
camp only six weeks ago left yes- 
terday." 

A woman, who got this report 
tells her neighbor: "Isn't it terrible 
how they are shipping boys off to 
nght who hardly have had any 
training at all. Why, a soldier told 
me that they're sending them 
abroad after only six weeks' train- 
ing—to Italy I Imagine." 

The neighbor then tells a friend 
"I feel so sorry for our poor boys 
in Italy. Imagine being put up to 
the front lines after only six weeks 



of training. It's plain murder." 

It's easy to carry that story one 
degree farther and arrive at the 
"dying like files" chapter which is 
heard. 
NEWSPAPERS . . . facts 

There is no doubt that we are 
not being given a lot of war news. 
The President will admit that. So 
will the heads of the army, the 
navy and the director of censorship. 
They find it necessary to withhold 
much information, which, if re- 
leased, would be of benefit to the 
enemy. 

But the point I would like to 
drive home is this: news which we 
hear which does not come from an 
official source is just about 100 per 
cent misinformation. 

Our country has the best news 
reporters there are. They are on 
the job all over the world. They 
overlook no details in their reports 
of war news. Every story which 
they write, whether it is good or 
bad news, is published if it is 
"passed by censor." If it is not 
passed by the censor, then no let- 
ters concerning that subject are 
passed either. 

The rumor factories in this coun- 
try arc operating full tilt today. 
Their production is evident wher- 
ever people meet — on trains, in sub- 
ways, in churches or in barrooms. 
But it would be better for all of 
us and help keep the score 
straight, if, instead of listening to 
war gossip, we would adopt for the 
duration the slogan made famous 
by Will Rogers, "All I know is what 
I read in the papers."

Ordinarily Lower Merlon High^> 
football fans would be all hopped 
up over the traditional battle with 
Norristown on the latter's field, 
Saturday afternoon. But this year 
the 30th renewal of Montgomery 
County's oldest football feud is be- 
ing regarded as just another game. 
Last season Lower Merion 
pointed for the Eagles inasmuch as 
both were undefeated in the Su- 
burban Conference at that time and 
the ease by which the Maroon 
handed the Blue and White a 45-0 
trouncing was a terrible letdown for 
team and fans alike. 

This year, Norristown has only 
a mediocre record of two victories, 
three defeats and a tie while L. M. 
is riding high, wide and handsome 
on the wave of its second unde- 
feated season. The Eagles were 
lucky to tie Phoenlxville, 13-13, the 
same team Lower Merion crushed, 
34-14, last Saturday, at Phoenlx- 
ville. While the Maroon was hand- 
ing the Phantoms their first con- 
ference reverse, Abington, beaten 
early in the campaign by L. M., 39- 
14, was polishing off Norristown, 
33-13. So it's easy to understand 
why L. M. fans refused to get ex- 
cited. 

But the very factors that indi- 
cate the game should be a breeze 
are the ones that are giving Coach 
Dick Mattis spells of uneasiness. 

"Yes, I suppose we should win," 
ho admits cautiously,, "but I'm 
afraid of overconftdence. If there 
ever was a spot for an upset this 
is it. It will be just about impos- 
sible to get our boys *up' for the 
game and Norristown surely will be 
on the rebound after that disaster 
at Abington. There is nothing sure 
in football and I honestly believe 
we're In for a lot of trouble. It 
never pays to underestimate Nor- 
ristown, especially in a game with 
us. A victory over us would save 
their season." 

Lower Merion will be seeking its 
15th victory in the series which 
started in 1904. Norristown has 
won 13 games and two ended in 
ties. 

The victory over Phoenlxville 
followed the same pattern of most 
conference games, although the Ma- 
roon uncorked just a bit more 
dynamite in the first period than 
usual. L. M. pushed over three 
rapid-fire scores in the opening 
quarter, added another in the sec- 
ond for a 27-7 half-time lead, then 
called it a day after scoring a fifth 
touchdown in the third period. As 
usual, the subs played most of the 
last half. * 

Frank Basile, playing probably 
his finest game of the year, and 
Ted Hepke each scored two touch- 
downs. Substitute Jim McQuiston 
tallied the other six-pointer. 

Basile raced 85 yards into touch- 
down land with a punt the first 
time L M. was given the ball, but 
the spectacular dash was nullified 
by a clipping penalty. However, 
about a minute later Basile took a 
lateral from Danny Poore and 
raced 26 yards for the first score. 
Basile scored his other touch- 
down on a 13-yard end sweep just 
before the second quarter started. 
Heuke made both of his scores 
on short plunges as did McQuiston. 
Dick Whiting's 43-yard sprint with 
a lateral and Moretzsohn's recovery 
of a fumble paved the way for two 
scores. 

Tom McHugh, rugged Phoenlx- 
ville back, scored both Phantom's 
touchdowns. The first on an 85- 
yard sprint with a pass interception 
in the second quarter, the second 
with a five-yard dash in the last 
quarter. He also place kicked both 
conversions.
